STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Goffstown, in the County 
of Hillsborough, and in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
Town on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March next, at ten 
o‘clock in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects : 


1. To choose all necessary officers and agents for the en- 
suing year, including a member of the Board of Selectmen for 
three years. 


2. ‘To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the Goffstown Public Library. 


3. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of three thousand ($3,000) dollars, as recommended 
by the State Highway Commissioner, for the maintenance of 
our State Aid Highways, the State to furnish an equal sum. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for improvements in our cemeteries, includ- 
ing additional money for our fence fund. 


5. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
‘the sum of twenty-six hundred and eleven ($2,611) dollars, 
the State to contribute thirteen hundred and five and 50/100 
($1,305.50) dollars to continue the construction of the State 
Aid Highway from Goffstown Village to the Dunbarton line 
over Pattee Hill, so-called. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sufficient sum of money to defray the expense of completing 
the State Aid Road leading from Goffstown Village to the 
Dunbarton line and to comply with the provisions of the law 
for the purpose of procuring State Aid for the same, said road 
to be completed in the year 1928. Agreeably to the petition — 
of Carl B. Pattee and others. 


7. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of two hundred fifty ($250) dollars, the State to con- 
tribute twenty-five per cent additional for the control of the 
White Pine Blister Rust in the town of Goffstown. 


8. To see what action the town will take relative to the 
extension of the sewer system, and raise and appropriate 
money for the same. 


9. To see if the town will vote to install and maintain 
‘an electric light at the corner of Rockland Avenue and West 
‘Side Avenue, and appropriate money for the same. Agree- 
ably to the petition of Charles E. Moody and others.

Duar Str—In accordance with the terms of an agreement 
executed between the town of Goffstown and the New Hamp- 
shire Forestry Commission, we are submitting a report of 
White Pine Blister Rust Control work performed in your 
town during 1927. 

Last March, at their annual town meeting, 77 towns and 
cities appropriated $28,800 for Blister Rust Control, in co- 
operation with the State Forestry Department. This was 
an indication that, irrespective of other important public 
work, white pine growth is considered a valuable local asset 
and one worth protecting. 

Many are the persons who do not realize that today Blister 
Rust Control has assumed almost a work of national scope, 
for 17 states from Maine to California are engaged in the 
destruction of currant and gooseberry bushes, the plants 
which spread this fatal disease from infected to healthy pine 
trees. 

More than 40 towns and cities in New Hampshire have 
carried on control measures until their pine areas have been 
covered the first time over. Many other communities are 
also working with this goal in view. 

There is attached to this letter a financial report, indicat- 
ing the expenditures made in your town during 1927 in the 
eradication of currant and gooseberry bushes. Should there 
be any information of special interest to you which is not 
contained in this report, we shall be pleased to further advise 


you upon request.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER, 1927 


—_—__—_ 


Our health statistics for the past year show a very marked 
decrease in the number of contagious diseases and we believe 
this to be due to the painstaking work of the State Nursing 
Department and School Nurse. There has been quite an 
outbreak of chicken pox this Fall. 

I wish to impress upon the minds of parents the law re- 
quiring a report of every contagious disease in the household 
to the Health Officer. 

It is our hope that the dairymen supplying milk to our 
citizens will, without the passage of any strict laws, have 
their cows tuberculin tested, and thus aid the State and Fed- 
eral government in the eradication of tuberculosis in humans. 
There will be some loss to the farmer, but the burden of loss 
is borne by the State and nation. Citizens can help much in 
this campaign, by requesting their milkman to furnish Grade 
A milk. 

There are many times when this department could give 
valuable aid in sickness if the town would engage the ser- 
vices of a community nurse, and this matter should receive 
your careful attention.

LIBRARY 


GOFFSTOWN MEMORIAL LIBRARY. 


Steady progress, not marked change, has been the keynote 
of conditions at the library during the past year. Miss 
Louise Marden continued her work as Librarian, having been 
re-elected at the meeting of the Board of Trustees held in 
March, 1927. In connection with her regular work at the 
library Miss Marden made weekly trips to Grasmere for a 
period of 27 weeks, for the purpose of distributtmg books to 
residents of that village. 


Miss Ruth King and Miss Madeleine Engelhardt were 
re-elected library assistants, but Miss King resigned soon 
after graduating from high school in June. Miss Engelhardt 
remained throughout the summer and because of her ability 
we were able to give her a recommendation to the Nashua 
library, where she now has a position. The services of Miss 
Annie Harrington, as library assistant, were procured in 
the Fall. 


Apropos of advanced work being done by young ladies 
whose interest in library work was first aroused by their con- 
nection with the Goffstown Library, we may well note Miss 
Arlene Thorp, one of our former assistants. Miss Thorp was 
one of ten successful candidates from a group of fifty taking 
the examination for admittance to the training class at the 
Springfield (Mass.) City Library. The course of training at 
Springfield is a comprehensive one and graduates are able to 
fill responsible positions in the larger libraries. 
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The Vacation Reading Club at our hbrary is now an 
established custom and several of our young people took ad- 
vantage of this course during the past summer. As usual, 
reports of the books read were given, and at the completion 
of the course all those who had participated in it were en- 
tertained by Miss Marden and her assistants. This party 
was given in connection with the observance of Children’s 
Book Week. ij 


The Librarian wishes to sincerely thank the teachers who 
have tried to bring the library and the schoolroom into close 
touch with each other. Miss Marden and her assistants have 
spent a great deal of time in the preparation of the picture 
exhibits, which are constantly on display at the library, and, 
they are appreciative of the fact that some of the teachers 
often borrow these pictures to use in connection with their 
school work and also encourage their pupils in the use of the 
library reference books. 


Three meetings of the Board of Trustees have been held 
during the past year. At the last meeting an offer from the 
Goffstown Unity Club to beautify the library lawn this 
spring with trees and shrubs was considered and accepted, 
and it was voted to have the lawn put into proper condition 
before this addition is made. We know the general aspect 
of our building will be greatly improved by having the 
grounds thus beautified and we wish to publicly thank the 
members of the Unity Club for their interest and co-opera- 
tion. . 


As far as our limited funds will permit we endeavor to 
keep a good supply of the best fiction and most desired non- 
fiction books on hand. These are for your use. We wish our 
hbrary to be not merely a public institution, but to fulfill its 
original purpose of meeting the literary needs of the towns- 
people in every possible way. 


In closing may we again stress the imperative need of 
another room in the library to be used as a children’s room.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
INDEPENDENT SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


To the Citizens of the Independent School District: 


But one change has been necessary this year in our ele- 
mentary teaching staff. Miss Gordon was unable to return. 
Her work has been taken up by Miss Lucy Small, a graduate 
of the Dewey Training School in Concord, and had teaching 
experience before coming here. 

In High School, three or four teaching positions were filled 
by teachers who came here for their first work last fall. Head- 
master Carroll W. Peavey of Everett, Massachusetts, gradu- 
ated from Dartmouth in ’26, and taught last year in Man- 
chester, Vermont. Miss Dorothy Burpee, teacher of English 
and French, graduated from Robinson Seminary, Exeter, and 
from New Hampshire University last June. Miss Marion 
Campbell, having for two years been teaching Commercial 
subjects in Epping High School, came here to do the same 
work. | 

The enrollment in the grades this fall has been such that 
additional seats have been required. In the lower Primary 
room, Grades I and II, 53 different pupils have been regis- 
tered. In the Higher Primary 47 have been enrolled. In the 
Intermediate room, in the New Building, a room seated for 
forty pupils, three additional seats have been necessary to 
care for the forty-three pupils. The Grammar room enrdlls 
thirty-five. . 

The High School enrollment has been about twenty less 
than a year ago. This was partly due to the fact that twenty- 
one graduated last June and a smaller than usual number of 
Freshmen entered in the fall. In addition, there were losses 
due to removal of pupils to other towns or cities. Judging 
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from the number now enrolled in the elementary grades, the 
years following will see an increase in the High School num- 
bers. : ae 
As a new item of Instruction this year, Sewing has been 
provided for the girls of Grades V, VI, VII, VIII, and a 
group of Senior and Junior High School girls. Mrs. Albert 
Hodgman, a former supervisor of sewing in the Manchester 
School, is in charge of this work. The girls have entered 
into this with a great deal of zest, and sewing takes its place 
as a regular part of the school work program for the Grades. 

The High School girls receive no “credit,” but are in a 
sense taking sewing from their own time. Later, however, 
it may be incorporated in the High School program as a 
“credit” subject, for Freshman and Sophomore girls. 

The number of High School Tuition pupils this year is 
not as great as a year ago, but there are at present twenty 
who live outside of the district. Situated as we are at pres- 
ent, they are easily provided for, and are a real asset in the 
High School life and work. 

A class of twenty-one graduated from High School last 
June. Of those the following entered, in the fall, schools 
or colleges for further training: 

At New Hampshire University—Virginia Lovell, Earl 
Greenwood, Clayton Sargent, Carroll Smith, Wendell Smith. 

At Normal Schools—Keene: Helen Perley, Madeleine 
Englehardt, Olive Smith. Plymouth, Dorothy Wiggin. 

Since coming into the New Building, the school has re- 
ceived from clubs or classes a number of splendid gifts. The 
Alumni Association presented the fine table now in ‘use in 
the library. The Shirley Club presented “The Spirit of 
76,” which hangs in the Assembly Hall. The Class of 1925 
left a fund to be used for pictures for the New Building. 
Four pictures were bought and framed. ‘Two of them are in 
one of the High School rooms—“The Capitol” and “The 
Signing of the Declaration of Independence.” The other 
two were chosen from a list of Presidents of our country. One 
is “George Washington” and the other is “Calvin Coolidge.” 
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These two are in the library. There is still ample range for 
individuals or clubs to present gifts, which are quiet remind- 
ers of great characters or events in our history, and repre- 
sent, too, the tangible thought and interest of individuals 
or groups in the community. 

In the matter of school costs, it is not amiss to consider 
the fact that while the average total cost for elementary pu- 
pils in the State as a whole last year was $73.84 per pupil, 
_ the cost here was $56,638 per pupil, or $17 less than the State 
average. There are about fifty districts where the cost per 
pupil ranges from $100 to $200, and a few considerably above 
$200 per pupil. 

The average total cost per pupil in the High Schools of the 
State last year was $134.82. The cost per pupil in Goffstown 
High School was $99.57. Again this is about two-thirds of 
the State average. And these “average costs” mean that there 
are approximately as many paying more as there are paying 
less. However, the endeavor on the part of the School Board 
is always to keep costs at the lowest point possible without 
sacrificing the quality of work done. 

Health Supervision has been under the direction of School 
Nurse Miss Edith Walker and Dr. Dearborn. The number 
of troubles or epidemics prevented, the number of defects 
remedied, the beneficial result of suggestion and help in 
homes—these escape tabulation. This year has been almost 
wholly free from any serious trouble. Had it been YOUR 
child whose hearing was saved, you would never again ques- 
tion the value of this work. 

Under the direction of the High School Athletic Associa- 
tion, a good season is under way for the basket ball teams. 
Up to date the girls have won every game. While the fellows 
cannot boast of such a record, they have played splendidly, 
with a good share of “wins.” All appreciate the fine support 
the community has given these teams, as evidenced by at- 
tendance at games. The schedule of games is sufficiently lim- 
ited so that there is no danger of “sports” taking first place 
and “school work” last. To avoid breaking into the week’s 
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work, practically all games are scheduled for Friday or Sat- 
urday nights. 

Not knowing much about “Business” or “Professions,”’ I 
will assume, of course, that they are always perfect, in order, 
in appointments, equipment and skills and results. However, 
as far as schools go, I cannot claim so much. Being close 
enough to see deficiencies and lacks and shortcomings, con- 
structive criticism or suggestion 1s welcomed, for the schools 
“belong” to no one, nor to the School Board, but to the com- 
munity. And sometimes one not so close can see more clearly 
and with truer perspective. 

With a word of appreciation for all who have carried out 
the above suggestion and’ for the co-operation of the mem- 
bers of the School Board, this report is |

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


GOFFSTOWN TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT. 
To the Citizens of Goffstown Town School District: 


The schools of the District are conducted this year in the 
same buildings as at the close of last. There are three teach- 
ers at the Bartlett Building, two at Grasmere, and three oth- 
ers, one each, at East Part, Shirley Hill and Parker’s; mak- 
ing eight in all. Of these, but one is “new,” Miss Anna 
Healy at East Part, who is a graduate of Manchester High 
_ School and Keene Normal. 

The enrollment of the school at Parker’s is the largest of 
the one-room schools, having a registration of nineteen pu- 
pils this year. From present prospects it appears there may 
be twenty next season. ‘The number of pupils at the Bart- 
lett School has remained the same this year, without any 
particular increase. With the slowed-up business conditions - 
in Manchester, the Bartlett School section has had compara- 
tively few newcomers, while doubtless a number of families 
have moved away. 

From this district this year there have been 27 pupils in 
High Schools; in Manchester “West Side” there have been 
12, in Goffstown High 15. Most of these pupils are doing 
creditably ; some are doing excellent work. Three who en- 
tered in the fall have dropped out. In no case was this due 
to “failure” in studies. One moved away; one was obliged 
to leave on account of ill health; the third presumably left | 
because of circumstances wholly apart from school.

Goffstown the rate is $72.50. 

Health supervision has been under the direction of Miss 
Edith Walker, school nurse, and Dr. Ferguson, examining 
physician. No one not closely related to the schools can 
realize just what this involves. The examinations reveal 
some defects that can be remedied or removed; reveals those 
‘who are seriously under weight, which usually means likeli- 
hood of danger; heart or lung troubles that are found, and so 
on. Not that all troubles are removed or remedied, but some 
of them are, and parents are notified or visited with sugges- 
tion as to what to do. The nurse makes frequent use of the 
clinics and hospitals in Manchester, which afford an oppor- 
tunity without any or but little expense. In addition, many 
articles of clothing are provided for families where children ~ 
of school age are lacking sufficient clothing to allow them to 
attend. ‘The past year has been unusually free from any 
kind of epidemic, although cases of real need for food and 
clothes seem more frequent than in other years. 

The School Board has considered the advisability of pro- 
viding for some work in manual training at the Bartlett 
Building. It has not seemed quite feasible. during this year, 
perhaps not for the coming year. But some time in the rather 
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near future, doubtless, a small equipment will be put in and 
a certain amount of manual training will be done as part of 
the regular work. This would doubtless be of value to the - 
fellows, some of whom will end their school days when they 
leave the elementary schools.
